On Saturday, May 26, 
Gould’s Huskies journeyed 
to Lewiston, Maine, for the 
annual Andy Valley track 
competition held at Garcelon 
Field at Bates College. 

Gould, tihe only Class M 
school among the giants, 
wound up in last place, How- 
ever, Gould is an inexperi- 
enced team and has shown 
tremendous improvement in 
this season. 

The competition on the 
mud-flat track was fierce 
among the many fine ath- 
letes present. 

Commeau was the miracle 
man of the meet, winndng 
the broad jump, 100 yard 
and 220 yard dashes. His 
Morse teammate, .Shulten, 
who won the discus and 
placed in the shot, 100 yard, 
and broad jump, and Bur- 
gess, who won the mile and 
880 — establishing a new rec- 
ord in the former, greatly 
aided Morse’s close victory 
over Edward Little.
